R.A.F. Raids Nazi Bases, Ports, Cities

LONDON, Sept. 13 (AP).—The 
strong Royal Air Force defense 
against daily increasing Nazi air 
attacks and the threat of invasion 
has taken the form of widespread 
raids against objectives in Germany 
in the last few days.

Witness in Racket Trial 
Says Rule Was to Keep

& An account of the action of John 
Nick, ousted ezar of the movie 
operators: union, in forcing use of 
a company organized by his hench- 
man, Clyde A. Weston, former bus}. 
ness agent of the union, to handle 
gervice on sound equipment was 
given today in the racketeering 
trial of Nick and Weston in United 
States District Court. 

The witness was Robert Tomsen, 
who preceded and succeeded Wes- 
ton as business agent. Weston or- 
ganized the Co-operative Sound 
Service Co., 3315 Olive street, in 
the late summer of 1936, but he has 
maintained he resifned from it be- 
fore becoming business agent the 
following January. Previously the 
sound work in projection booths 
had been done by movie operators, 


upervised by various sound serv- 
ce engineers. 

At a meeting in September, 1936, 
Tomsen related, Nick and Weston 
instructed the members that no 
sound engineer was to be admitted 
to the projection rooms unless he 
carried a membership card in the 
International Alliance of Theatrical 
and Stage Employes, with which 
the operators’ group was affiliated. 

Nick Answered Questions. 

Nick, presiding, answered most 
of the many questions by members, 
who were disturbed over the pros- 
pect of keeping sound equipment in 
der and theaters open, said Tom- 
sen, because the only sound en- 
gineer in the city then with an 
Alliance card was Jesse Cook, em- 


* 


ployed by the Co-operative con- 
cern. 

“They were told,” the witness 
eontinued, “that if the 


they could get it. We were told 
that if the theaters didn’t get their 
service from Co-operative they 
would do without, and _ that it 
might be a damned good thing if 
some theaters did shut down.” 
Letters to the members were read 
from the stand by Tomsen. One, 
dated Aug. 12, 1936, and signed by 
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him and Nick, said that the Co- 
erative company had signed an 
rreement to employ only members 
of the operators’ union and sug- 
gested that members refrain from 
discussing this with outsiders. An- 
other, issued by Nick Sept. 12, 1936, 
served warning that it was a vio- 
lation of rules for a non-member 
of the alliance to give service on 
sound equipment. 
Nick Handed Out Cards. 

Later Tomsen reported to Nick, 
he recalled, that four engineers 
wanted to join the local, one of 
them having sent $300 as a fee, 
and Nick replied that he would han- 


le the sound service situation. 
Afterwards, Tomsen went on, the 
Radio Corporation of America 


agreed to employ Royal H. Hecht, 
an engineer, at $100 a week, and 
Hecht was given a union card 
without vote of the membership. 
It was not until last April, Tom- 
sen added, that Hecht, Cook and 
Gilbert W. Shephard were voted 
into the union by the members, all 
having gotten cards from Nick. 

Weston, entering the union office 
in August or September, 1936, was 
quoted by Tomsen as saying, “I’ve 
got a new racket,” as he waved a 
letter saying only union sound en- 
Zineers could work in the booths. 

In addition to the Co-operative 
concern, two other agencies, Altec 
and RCA, now provide service, the | 
Witness stated. He said he had 
egarded the activity of the Co- 
operative company as unfair com- 
petition for other |. enterprises, 
which was one of the reasons he 
had quit as business agent. 

Hecht, who resides at 8631 Delano 
Street, Berkeley, testified that he 
Obtained a union card Aug. 10, 
1936, after an RCA manager came 
here and consulted Nick, but that 
Weston forbade him to work after 
April 4, 1937, on the ground that 
RCA had not signed a national con- 
tract with the union. He said he 
did not work in theaters again un- 
til Dec. 14, that year. Hecht’s wife, 
he continued, was one of the four 
incorporators of the Co-operative 
company, the others being Weston,

Dec. 15, 1937, the day after RCA 
Signed a national agreement with 
the union, Hecht said, he sold his 
wife’s interest in the company to 
Nick for $500.

On Pay-Off to Weston. 
There was testimony late yester- 
day by Harry C. Arthur Jr., vice- 
president and resident partner of 
Fanchon & Marco’. Enterprises, 
which runs four large theaters and 
the St. Louis Amusement Co. chain, 
on a $2000 pay-off to Weston to 
reduce the number of operators re- 
quired for reopening the Orpheum 
Theater, Ninth and _ St. Charles 
streets, in the autumn of 1937. Ar- 
thur was asked by Roscoe T. Stef- 
fen, Special Assistant Attorney- 
General, whether he talked to Nick 
and Weston in making prepara- 
tions. 

“Yes,” said Arthur. “We were 
trying to get a classifiaction as a 
second-run house so we could use| 
two operators instead of four.

Arthur said he cashed a check of 
the St. Louis Amusement. Co. and 
gave Weston the cash, and that 
the desired classification was grant- 
ed. Asked whether he considered 
this was a pay-off or a loan, he re- 
plied: “I regard it now as a loan 
because he acknowledged the debt. 
However, it was charged off as an 
expense item. I probably told the 
board of directors we wouldn’t get 
it back.” 


In response to a question as to 
his attitude on pay-offs in nego- 
tiating wage contracts, Arthur 
said: “Frankly, my attitude was 
that it would be good business to 
go along. In my opinion it was 
good business to pay the $2000 and 
carry it on the books as a loan.” 
He asserted that Weston had paid 
nothing on either principal or in- 
terest and that the item was 
charged off, adding: “Weston didn’t 
make a demand; he made a sug- 
gestion, and I considered it good 
business to adopt it.”

Gen. John J. Pershing marked his 


day with a plea that America “face 
the facts’, of an imminent danger 
of war. 

Speaking over the radio just after 
receiving the distinguished Serv- 
ice Cross in a White House cere- 
mony, Pershing said: 

“Twenty-ome years ago none of us 
dreamed that the calamity of war 
would come again to the world so 
soon and in such hideous an devas- 
tating form. 

“But we must face the facts of 
today. Their warning call to Amer- 
ica is shrill and imperative. The 
danger is imminent. The call comes 
to us who fought in the World War 
and to those who stood ready, but 
it comes to every patriotic citizen 
living under the protection of our 
great Government, 

‘To meet it, we must pledge our- 
selves anew to fulfill ou robliga- 
tions to the nation, and again avow 
eternal devotion to the principles of 
liberty adn justice upon which this 
nation rests.” 

The decoration Pershing received 
at the White House was for “ex- 
traordinary heroism in _= action 
against hostile fanatical Moros at 
Mount Bagsak, Jolo, Philippine 
Islands, on June 15, 1913.”

WILLKIE PROMISES 
10 PROVIDE JOBS 
Al HONEST WORK 


Charges ‘Abysmal Failure’ 
of Roosevelt to Solve Un- 


employment in Seven and 


a Half Years. 


CHICAGO, Sept. 13 (AP).—Wen- 
dell Willkie told a crowd in the 
stockyards today that “if you elect 


me President, I shall never send an 
American boy to fight in any Eu- 
ropean war.” | 

He also pledged himself to 
‘build a domestic economy so strong 
that no dictator ever shall seek 
to strike.” 

Standing in a hay wagon in the 
heart of the huge packing house 
district, the Republican presiden- 
tial nominee contended that the 
administration had failed to solve 
the unemployment problem and 
contended that President Roosevelt, 
in his recent address before the 
teamsters’ union, “promised labor 
everything except jobs.” 

“The failure of the last seven 
and a half years,” he added, “has 
been the failure to produce jobs. 
No amount of talking about affairs 
in Europe can cover up that abys- 
mal failure to produce jobs.” 
Willkie asserted that he stood 
for the “doctrine of putting America 
back to work” and said. 

“I do not promise the moon but 
I do promise jobs in honest work, 
in honest industry the only 
jobs today are in the defense pro- 
gram, and Hitler is making us do 
that.” 

He told men and women standing 
about the wagon and seated on 
the top rails of the cattle corrals 
that President Roosevelt had “in- 
creased the federal public debt 20 
to 25 billions dollars and has spent 
60 billions and 9,600,000 are still 
u:.employed.” 

“I predict,” he said, “that if 
Franklin D. Roosevelt is’ re-elected 
ithe public debt at the end of the 
‘next four years will be from 75 to 
'100 billions.” He asked the crowd: 

“Is there anybody here who is 
so damned dumb as to think that 
that can go on for four years 
more?”

MOLASKY GETS 
YEAR IN PRISON 
AND $10,000 FINE 


Two Other Annenberg Aids 
Given Penitentiary 
Terms, Two Fined at 
Race News Tax Trial. 


CHICAGO, Sept. 13 (AP).—Five 
former business associates of 
Moses (Moe) Annenberg were con- 
victed by a United States District 
Court jury yesterday of conspiracy 
to defraud the Government of $77,- 
883 in taxes of the Consensus Pub- 
lishing Co. 

Judge Walter C. Lindley denied 
motions for a new trial and im- 
posed these penalties: 

William Molasky of St. Louis, 
president of the Consensus Co., one 
year and a day imprisonment and 
$10,000 fine. 

Arnold W. Kruse, secretary of 
the Cecelia Co., annenberg holding 
firm, 18 months in prison and a 
$10,000 fine. 

James M. Ragen Sr., who was 
general -manager of Annenberg's 
nationwide turf news service before 
it was dissolved last fall, one year 
and a day imprisonment and a $10,- 
000 fine. 

Lester Kruse, son of Arnold 
Kruse, and James M. Ragen Jr., 
$1000 fine each. 

The Consensus Co., r $45,000 fine. 

All individual defendants were 
convicted on all counts in the in- 
dirctment except Lester Kruse, who 
was adjudged guilty on only two 
counts. All were granted five-day 
Stays of execution. All of the de- 
fendants reside in Chicago except 
Molasky. 

The jury deliberated four hours. 
The trial, involving the alst group 
of defendants indicted during the 
investigation of Annenberg’s serv- 
ices to betting rooms, lasted six 
days. 

Investigators said that Consensus 
sold ready reference sheets used 
by bookies in recording race en- 
tries, odds, results- and payoff 
prices and reported that it had of- 
fices in St. Louis, Chicago and Cin- 
cinnati. 

Annenberg, Philadelphia Inquirer 
publisher, was named in the in- 
dictment but the charge against 
him was dismissed after he was 
sentenced to three years in prison 
for evading taxes on his income, 


Molasky, who handled St. Louis 
sales of Annenberg’s racing service, 
is owner of the Pierce Building 
News Co., a magazine distributing 
agency at 812 South Broadway. He 
was formerly associated with Paul 
B. (Bev) Brown and Clarence L. 
(Gully) Owen in the Pioneer News 
Service, which provided racing in- 
formation to bookmakers. His 
home is at 2 Aberdeen place.

AFL TEAMSTERS INCREASE PAY 
OF DANIEL TOBIN TO $30,000 


Convention in Dispute on Whether 
to Give Him Power to Force 
Arbitration by Locals. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 13 (AP).— 
The AFL Teamsters’ Union conven- 
tion voted its president, Daniel J. 
Tobin, a salary boost from $20,000 
to $30,000 a year yesterday, and 
then fell into argument over wheth- 
er Tobin should be given authority 
to force local unions to arbitrate 
their differences with employers. 

Tobin said there might be “times 
when it is necessary to insist on 
arbitration,” but opponents contend- 
ed that it was an unwarranted dele- 
gation of power, a “dangerous” ac- 
tion.

_Escape Payment on World 
War Contracts. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 13 (AP).— 
The Bethlehem Shipbuilding Cor- 
poration told the United States 
Supreme Court yesterday that the 
Government, having reaped bene- 
fits from World War shipbuilding 
contracts, was trying to “escape 
payment in accordance with the 
terms of the contracts.” 

It asked the court, in a. petition, 
to turn down the Justice Depart- 
ment’s request for a review of two 
cases, started in 1925 and 1936. In 
one the shipbuilding concern sued 
the Government for profits not 
paid to it, while in the other the 
Government sued the corporation 
for recovery of alleged excessive 
profits already pa‘i. About $13, 
365,000 is involved in the two suits. 
The Government lost both cases in 
lower courts. 

Attorney-General Jackson told 
reporters yesterday that the Jus- 
tice Department was appealing the) 
cases now because, otherwise, it 
would mean turning over to Beth- 
lehem an “unconscionable” profit 
of $5,000,000. 

Jackson said that complaints had 
appeared in the Pittsburgh Post 
Gazette and in a column by David 
Lawrence, to the effect that the 
Government was “dragging out” old 
cases. ‘Terming these statements) 
false, he said their purpose was to. 
“create the impression that busi- | 
ness cannot deal with the Govern- 
ment.” 

Frederick H. Wood, New York 
attorney for the shipbuilding com- 
pany, asserted in his petition: 
“There is no authority in law or 
elsewhere which would warrant the 
adoption of the suggestion made | 
in the petition that conditions of 
our present national emergency are 
such as to require this court to de- 
fine the limitations surrounding the 
profits which a Government con- 
tractor may lawfully receive or re- 
tain in time of war.” 

“Carried .to its logical conclusion,” 
Wood continued, “the contention of 
the Government would appear to be 
that this court, independent of any 
statutory limitation of profits, 
should declare that, as a matter of 
law, no Government contractor, in 
time of war or at any other time— 
no matter what the terms of his 
contract may be or what benefits 
may be derived therefrom by the 
Government—may receive or retain 
any profits in excess of that which 
the courts shall subsequently de- 
termine to be reasonable.

The mainland territory of British 
Guiana, which joins Venezuela in 
the east, has become one of the 
world’s Golcondas. Nearly $400,- 
000,009 worth of diamonds have been 
taken from its mines since 1901, 
and gold mining rapidly is becom- 
ing a major enterprise. It is one 
of the principal sources of bauxite, 
the raw materia! for aluminum, 
and various alloys so necessary in 
the manufacture of war materials. 
Here, too, sugar cane, rice and 
tropical fruits are grown on a large 
scale. Yet much of British Guiana’s 
89,480 square miles remains un- 
touched and even unexplored. 


The most populous of all of the 
British island possessions, if not 
the richest, is Jamaica, located 
farther east in the Caribbean, just 
south off Cuba. In size about equal 
to Connecticut, it is the home of 
more than 1,000,000 people and is 
one of the largest banana-growing 
centers in the hemisphere. Here 
are produced almost all of the 
bananas consumed in Great Brit- 
ain and a major portion of those 
coming to this country. Jamaica 
supplies Britain with much of her 
coffee as well as large quantities 
of sugar. Jamaica rum and Ja- 
maica ginger are sold throughout 
the world. Although, as in most of 
the islands, taxes and tariffs are 
comparatively few and _ unprece- 
dentedly low, the local government 
collected more than $12,250,000 in 
revenue last year. 


Then there is the Central Ameri- 
can colony of British Honduras, 
bordering Yucatan and Guatemala. 
Larger than New Jersey, it is rich 
in mahogany and chicle forests. 
Latex from the chicle trees, the raw 
material for chewing gum, is a large 
jexport to the United States. 

At the same time, in addition to 
the wealth of her own islands and 
colonies, Great Britain has vast in- 
terests in some of the European 
colonies in America, especially those 
of Holland.

HE’ Battle of Britain has been in 
7 progress for more then a month 

without using the conventional! 
weapons of other wars, such as 
battleships, cruisers, millions of 
marching men, artillery barrages, 
and thousands of men dying each 
day in trench warfare. This is a 
vital lesson that should be noted 
by every American interested in 
the defense of this country. Then, 
too, it cannot be over-emphasized 
that the Battle of Britain is being 
fought over England and that it 
was brought there by foreign air- 
power. 


It seems that the startlingly rap- 
id conclusion of each phase of this 
war to date has made the experts 
impatient. What, ask army and 
navy strategists, means this delay 
ir the Battle of Britain—the titanic 
struggle for world empire, in which 
there have been only a few thou-

sand casualties? Compare this to 
a now-.orgotten single phase of 
the Somme campaizn (1916) where

few experts and laymen are giving 
sufficient consideration. And it is 
also an Exhibit A which should 
be constantly kept before those 
charged with building our national 
defenses. 


Break Will Come. 


At some place in this radical war 
there will be a break. It will not 
be wide open to detection, and look- 
ing for it will lead many observers 
to suspect cracks where none exist. 
I am leading directly to estimates 
of the fullpower air drives against 
Britain, followed by a few days of 
comparative quiet marked merely 
by armed reconnaissance flights. 
The timing of air raids against Bar- 
celona gave the world its first taste 
of what modern timing means in 
the use of airpower. In that case 
the population of Barcelona was 
streaming from the city and climb- 
ing the adjacent hills, and just 
when the city was ready to capitu- 
late, the time-table bombing ceased. 
This queer episode was never ex- 
plained, but it was expert opinion 
that the raiders had learned all 
they sought about the effect of 
evenly and unevenly spaced air 
raids on civilian morale and called 
off the show to keep the results of 
their experiment from the rest of 
the world. By no means do I inti- 
mate that the sturdy Britishers 
can be broken by any such de- 
moralizing system of air attacks. 
Nevertheless, in our searching for 
the break, either way, in either the 
intensity of the German attack or 
the softening of the defense, it is 
well to evaluate the disastrous ef- 
fects of spasmodic air raids in the 
dislocation of munition factory pro- 
duction schedules, 


Then, too, there’s some stock to 
be taken in this ever-recurring 
threat of secret weapons of which 
the Germans speak, Is this pro- 
longed but short-of-full-power at- 
tack of the Germans evidence that 
they are deficient in manpower to 
fly their planes,’ or short of fuel re- 
sources? Is this an attrition job 
of the air, as Verdun was in land 
warfare? Are the Germans held 
up by bad weather, or are they 
waiting for it? Their most formid- 


would enable pilots to see in heavy 
fog. 


Limit to Endurance. 


Day after day the record dis- 
closes that individual Royal Air 
Force squadrons rise as many as 
four and five times to fight against 
the German winged hordes. There 
is no limit to British courage, but 
there is a definite limit to human 
endurance. 

Hasty conclusion at this point 
without evidence is unfair to Amer- 
icans, who see in this Battle of 
Britain the final answer to their 
own national defense system. There 
is One point which never can be 
minimized. These apparent lulls 
in the wild air drive against Brit-

How great was England's need 
after the British Expeditionary 
Force lost most of its equipment 
in France was hinted at the time 
by Prime Minister Winston 
Churchill.

Kimmel’s 
research in War Department 
archives at Washington, the source 
of this original data, shows that 
the actor took an oath of alle- 
giance, paid a fine and was released 
to go back to the stage. 

Apparently the fiery episode did 
not discredit the haughty Southern 
Sympathizer with his St. Louis ad- 
mirers, for Booth continued to en- 
joy friendly notices in the press 
and equally friendly audiences, Kim- 
mel’s investigation of St. Louis 
newspapers of the day revealed. 

This heretofore unprinted affair 
in the life of John Wilkes Booth 
is typical both of the extensive new 
material and the painstaking re- 
search and investigation which 
Kimmel put into his biography of 
the historic acting family, “The Mad 
Booths of Maryland,” recently pub- 
lished by the Bobbs-Merrill Co., In- 
dianapolis. 

St. Louis comes frequently into 
Kimmel’s chronicle of the Booths, 
which is the first book to consider 
its talented members as a group. 
Ben De Bar’s theater where John 
“Wilkes Booth played was “a hot- 
bed of rebels,” although its British- 
subject proprietor escaped the Fed- 
eral officers until immediately fol- 
lowing “incoln’s assassination, 
when military authorities swooped 
down on the De Bar establishment 
and forced each member to make 
an affidavit regarding relations 
with the killer of Lincoln. The De 
Bars were doubly suspect for not 
only had Ben De Bar been several 
times officially warned against 
pandering to rebel tastes from his 
stage, but his actress sister, Clem- 
entine De Bar, had been married 
to Junius Brutus Booth Jr., broth- 


er of Wilkes. 
§ among old playbills shows, was 
an annual stand for one Booth 
or another, who arrived more fre- 
quentiy by steamboat or stage 
coach than by railroad. John Wilkes 
Booth, like his father, Junius Brutus 
Booth Sr., indulged his bombast 
with many a performance of 
Shakespeare’s “Richard III.” Ed- 
win Booth, on his St. Louis appear- 
ances in later years, turned from 
melodramatic roles to such char- 
acters as Hamlet and Richelieu. 
The 200,000 word book, which re-

—has already attracted wide at- 
tention among authorities and 
writers on the stage, the Civil War 
and American biography.

NLY the dry or normal] skin 
() neccs a foundation lotion be- 

neath make-up. The girl with 
an oily skin can get by with a 
good washing and astringent treat- 
ment. 

A foundation lotion has _ really 
four purposes: It serves as a pro- 
tection against the elements, it 
makes the user look instantly more 
lovely and youthful as it lubricates 
the skin, it helps conceal the finer 
face lines and superficial blemishes 
which come from dryness, and it 
tends to hold make-up intact long- 
er if applied correctly. 

No foundation lotion should be 
applied to skin unless the skin has 
been thoroughly cleansed first. 
Then it should be allowed to set 
before make-up covers it. Too many 
women hastily apply a foundation 
lotion and right on top of it, pow- 
der and rouge. This tends to clog 
the pores and instead of helping 
your skin by using a _ protective 
cream you are actually § inviting 
blemishes. 

Any foundation lotion should be 


applied sparingly with cool fingers. 
Take time to smooth it thinly over 
all the face and neck. Much of 
your finished beauty depends upon 
how you use such a cream and how 
near it matches your current skin 
tone. 

Usually you have from three to 
five shades from which to choose 
when you buy a foundation lotion. 
Select that which is very close +40 
your skin shade for it lightens as 
you use it. Your face powder should 
match in shade too, so you will be 
in perfect color harmony once the 
artificial administrations are fin- 
ished! 

The aging skin definitely bene- 
fits by the use of a well chosen 
make-up foundation. I say “well 
chosen” for certain skins require 
certain mixtures. A very dry 
wrinkled skin definitely requires 
a richer mixture than the youthful 
dry skin. The normal skin re- 
quires a quickly setting lotion.
